without appreciable loss of detail 
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e. EK is held accountable by the Project for 
processing and printing and therefore should have the res- 
ponsibility for producing the equipments and techniques 
necessary to obtain the best available results.

he establish closer 


liaison with EK and frankly and openly discuss any problems 


vitb Hr. Green and his people. If, after discussion and 
study, the problem still exists , the facts should be presented 
to us we vould then, attempt to resolve the differences. 


6. CONCLUSIONS : 

A. ¥e believe we have succeeded in bringing EK and 
ITEC a little closer together and giving each a better under- 
standing of the other's interests. I am sure Ed Green, as a 
consequence of some of ITEK’s accusations, has taken a closer 
look at his equipment and their results. 

B. The undersigned is of the opinion, however, that 
ITEK and EK will not work effectively as a team. I believe 
enough, ill will has been engendered to preclude any hope of a 
good relationship. Our task of arbitration will be continuous. 

C. Our recoameadation is still to utilise EK processors 
and printers for CORONA.
